Registration Backlog 
No Longer Exists 
The backlog of registrations in 
Ihe motor vehicle unit <if the De­ 
p artment of Revenue no longer 
exists, according t« i Director of 
Revenue Tom David. The back- 
'og. which amounted to about 
three or four weeks of work, 
was due mainly to a new law 
which made Missouri a lien­ 
holder state as of July 1, and 
increased the number of titles 
by nearly 200 p er cent. 
David credited 
Dep artment 
emp loyes 
who 
worked 
after 
hours 
and 
on 
weekends with 
wip ing out the backlog so that 
audits are now current. One re- 
suit of the backlog was a news- 
p ap er rep ort that banks which 
handled state money had in­ 
creased balances due to money 
not being immediately transfer­ 
red from the Dep artment of 
Revenue to the account of State 
Treasurer M. E. Morris. 
David exp lained that the fig­ 
ures given in the rep ort weren't 
what they ap p eared to be. The 
IVp artmcnt of Revenue’s p ro­ 
cedure IS to have branch offices 
dep osit daily receip ts in some 
14 0 out-state banks. 
The entire receip ts and audits 
for the week are sent to the 
Dep artment of Revenue and by 
the following Thursday, follow­ 
ing more 
audits, 
the 
money 
rep resenting the p revious week’s 
business is transferred 
to the 
account of the state treasurer. 
In 
the 
reauditing 
p rocess, 
how-ever. the 
Dep artment 
of 
Revenue has to break down the 
receip ts according to sales tax, 
u.se tax and motor vehicle regis­ 
tration and make three sep arate 
drafts for the dep osit to the 
state treasurer. 
The lag in the transmittal of 
funds 
from 
his office to the 
treasurer's account was involv- 
ed in this auditing and breaking 
down into tax categories. David 
s.aid. The first p rocess had to 
he comp leted before the other 
drafts could be issued bv 
his 
office. 
David also p ointed nut that the 
surface 
bank 
dep osit 
figures 
could be misleading. When an 
out.state bank, for examp le, is- 
.siK^ a draff to the Dep artment 
of Revenue, the withdrawl is al­ 
most immediately deducted from 
the bank balance. 
But when the Dep artment is- 
sues its drafts for dep osit to the 
treasurer, in 
accordance 
with 
the three audited tax categories, 
the drafts must p a.ss 
through 


normal channels, as a clearing 
bouse. The result is that while 
the drafts are in transit, the De­ 
p artment's hank balance — on 
p ap er 
remains the same, al­ 
though the treasurer has been 
credited with Ihe money. 
“ Now. on each Thursday we 
are transmitting all of the p re­ 
vious 
week's 
business 
to the 
treasurer — with the qualifica­ 
tion that it has been audited,” 
David said. Occasionally, errors 
are detected and audits have to 
he sent back to the branch for 
clarification — which also ac­ 
counts for differences between 
the total amounts dep osited and 
withdrawn by the 
Dep artment 
each week.

government. 
Other 
new 
rules 
contain 
changes 
required

ments to state law by the 73rd 
General 
Assembly. These

clude extended coverage of the 
state Fair Emp loyment 
Prac­ 
tices Act and a new Public Ac­ 
commodations Act. 
Under Federal Fair Emp loy- 
m« *nt Prar'tices law. an indivi­ 
dual has to I lie a comp laint with 
the state agency before the fed­ 
eral one In actual fact. Execu­ 
tive Director Peter C. Robert­ 
son exp lained, most comp laints 
were not 
made to the stat« 
agency but to a federal agency. 
The federal agency would then 
write the state agency and send 
the comp laint. 
The state agency would then 
have fiO days to deal with the 
matter and if neither a settle­ 
ment nor significant
